Bankers in all parts of 
the Fulled States have been warned 
by the treasury departm ent at W ash­ 
ington to be on th** watch for supt ions 
coin, most of which it seems 
is 
of 
larger denom ination than is generally 
placed on the market. 
According to the departm ent at the 
capitol city the country is being filled 
with counterfeit 
$20 
national 
bank 
notes. 
The notes are not, however, 
very good im itations of tnt* genuine 
and only people unaccustomed to hand­ 
ling money are being victimized. 
The national banks of this city hav* 
received the following w arning which 
has placed them on guard, aud they 
do not anticipate being roped in: "New 
counterfeit $2t' national bank note on 
National State bank of Metropolis, 111. 
Check letter A ; series of 18S2; charter 
number, 5,254; bank 
number, 
1,11*3 
treasury number. 896.558; J. W. Lyons, 
register; Ellis ll Roberts, treasurer.’’ 
This counterfeit is a rudely executed 
photographic production on thin brit 
tie paper, and no attem pt has been 
m ade to im itate the silk fibre of the 
genuine paper. The photograph of the 
original num bers of the note can be 
plainly discerned beneath tile coloring 
applied. 
The back of

is 
faded: green ink has been sm eared on 
the panel 
surrounding 
the 
ch arter 
num ber on the back of the note. 
This counterfeit should not deceive 
the 
ordinarily 
careful 
bandier

money. 
Though local hanks have not run 
across any of these particular counter­ 
feits they will institute a sharp look­ 
out for them and the w arning given to 
the banks should be rem em bered by 
citizens in general.

B ankers iii ail parts of 
the United States have been warned 
by th** treasury departm ent at W ash­ 
ington to be on th** watch for suprious 
coin, most of which it seem s

larger denomination than is generally 
placed on the market. 
According to the dep artm en t at the 
capitol city the country is being filled 
with counterfeit 
$20 
national 
bank 
notes. 
Tile notes are not, however, 
very good im itations of tnt* genuine 
and only people unaccustom ed to hand­ 
ling money ar** being victimized. 
T he national banks of this city have 
received th e following w arning which 
has placed them on guard, and they 
do not anticipate being roped In: "New 
counterfeit $20 national bank note on 
National State hank of Metropolis.
